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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 26-32, drawn to a method for continuous coating of cores. 

Group II, claim(s) 33-38, drawn to an apparatus for continuous coating of cores. 

Group III, claim(s) 39-42, drawn to a method for continuous coating of cores. 

Group IV, claim(s) 43-49, drawn to an apparatus for continuous coating of cores. 

NOTE: currently claim 50 is improperly dependent on claim 1 which as been canceled. 
Claim 50 could belong in either Group I or Group III depending on whether it depends 
from claim 26 or claim 39. Please correct claim 50 in the response to this restriction 
requirement. 

2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Each of groups l-IV have different special technical features. Group I: dividing the 

charge of product to be processed at the inlet side of the drum into individual charges. 

Group II: one longitudinal conveyor arranged in the drum wherein the product is 

transported in a cyclical transport mode in the form of individual charges through the 

drum in the axial direction. Group III: providing a transition. Group IV: a longitudinal 

conveyer is temporarily switched from conveying operation to mixing operation. 
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Additionally, the general concept of the invention is disclosed in US 2787978 to Faerber 
which describes a machine for coating jubes or jellies with sugar. The jubes are 
conveyed into a rotatable drum that has one or more spiral ribs fixed on the internal wall 
of the cylinder to cause the jubes to travel from the inlet to the outlet (col. 1 , lines 59- 
63). As this is a continuous process, the ribs also segregate groups of jubes as they 
travel through the drum (Fig. 2) 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
